Oregon Soldiers' Home, I 
RosEBURG, Oregon, Nov. 30, 1910. \ 
To Hon. F. W. Benson, Governor of Oregon: 

Sir: In the performance of my duty required bylaw, I have 
the honor to submit herewith my report for the biennial term 
ending September 30, 1910. 

POPULATION. 

During the two years covered by this report the population 
of the Home has increased from a total of 131 names on the 
rolls September 30, 1908, to 166 on September 30, 1910, making 
a net gain of 35 members during the term. 



The general health of the members during the two years just 
passed has been excellent, and notwithstanding the increased 
number cared for and the increasing age and feebleness of the 
members the number of deaths has been less than during the 
preceding term. 

ihPROVEMENTS. 

Aside from general repairs absolutely necessary for keeping 
the buildings, plumbing, fixtures, etc., in good condition, no 
improvements have been made and all buildings are in good 
repair at this time excepting the electric wiring in the main 
building and hospital, which was put in sixteen years ago and 
is pronounced antiquated and dangerous by competent elec- 
tricians. The buildings were all thoroughly cleaned and painted 
in 1907, and with the exception of some exposed porches and 
outside steps no painting will be needed during the coming term. 

FARM AND GARDEN. 

The 30 acres of farm and garden has been maintained in a 
good state of cultivation, and has supplied the principal part of 
the fruit and vegetables for table use and also a considerable 
amount of provender for the animals kept at the Home. 

COTTAGES. 

The cottages erected in 1905 for the use of members of the 
Home and their wives are in good repair and the grounds sur- 
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rounding them have been neatly kept and made quite attractive 
and pleasant by the occupants. The stoves which were placed 
in the cottages by the Grand Army of the Republic for the use 
of the occupants, have served their time, are worn out and 
should be replaced by new ones at once. 

CEMETERY. 

The Soldiers' Home cemetery now contains the graves of 178 
veterans of the various wars in which the United States has 
been engaged. Applications have been made to the Quarter- 
Master General, U. S. A., for government headstones from time 
to time and they have been supplied and properly set over the 
graves of the deceased veterans. The cemetery has been care- 
fully cared for, and on each Decoration Day impressive cere- 
monies are held therein by the Grand Army of the Republic and 
the Woman's Relief Corps, assisted by Company — , 4th Regi- 
ment Oregon National Guard. 

MUSTER AND INSPECTION. 

The Home has been mustered and inspected four times dur- 
ing the period covered by this report, three times by Lieut Col. 
C. W. Wadsworth, Asst. Inspector General N. H. for D. V. S., 
and once by Col. W. E. Elwell, Asst. Inspector General and 
Chief Surgeon N. H. for D. V. S., and they each expressed 
themselves well pleased with the excellent condition maintained 
at this institution. 

UNITED STATES AID. 

Prior to January 1, 1909, the United States did not aid the 
State in the support of Indian war veterans as it did for the 
support of the veterans of the Mexican, Civil and Spanish- 
American wars; but on that date the President of the Board of 
Managers N. H. for D. V. S. ordered that certain Indian war 
veterans then present be taken up as gains on the roll of vet- 
erans for whose support U. S.. aid is claimed, and on the date 
named 24 Indian war veterans were dropped from the roll for 
which U. S. aid is not allowed and added to the roll for which 
aid is claimed, and later others have been taken up on this roll 
as they were admitted to the Home or returned from furlough, 
so that, with the exception of two Indian war veterans, the 
State is receiving U. S. aid for the support of all members of 
the Home who are actually present. 

SUPPORT AND MAINTENANCE 

The State appropriation of $12,000 per annum and an addi- 
tional appropriation of $8,000 for the two years has all been 
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expended for support and maintenance, and the Home cannot 
be maintained in its present excellent condition and care for 
the increased number of members with any less appropriation. 
I, therefore, ask for an additional appropriation of $8,000 for 
the years 1911 and 1912. 

IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED 

The management of the Home has always been handicapped 
by the lack of a suitable commissary building for the storage 
and proper care of subsistence supplies and other valuable 
property belonging to the State. The one now in use for that 
purpose is wholly inadequate, and supplies are necessarily pur- 
chased in small quantities for lack of a place to store them. 
Trunks and other baggage belonging to the members of the 
Home are now stored in the loft over the woodshed at the hos- 
pital, which is unsuitable and inconvenient. The most prac- 
ticable way to remedy this would be to remodel the building 
now used for storeroom, milkroom and woodshed, making 
store and baggage rooms, and constructing a new woodshed on 
a suitable site detached from other buildings. This improve- 
ment can be made at a cost not to exceed $1,000, and I earnest- 
ly recommend that the Legislature furnish the means and that 
the work be done as early in 1911 as possible. The porches of 
all the buildings and steps leading thereto should be thoroughly 
cleaned and painted. 

The main building should be rewired for electric lighting.

I also desire to thank the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
Woman's Rehef Corps and the ladies of the G. A. R. for their 
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kindly remembrances in the form of books, majcazines and 
other reading matter furnished the hbrary of the Home. 

In conclusion, my most sincere thanks are due you and all 
the State officers with whom I have had occasion to transact 
business, and for the uniform courtesy and assistance, and for 
the pleasant relations that have been maintained.
